LONDON, June 21.—The fall of Cherbourg was expected hourly today as American 
forces clamped an arc of steel against the city and wheeled up heavy weapons for the final 
assault on the beleaguered French port. Radio France at Algiers reported violent street 
fighting in the suburbs of Cherbourg. The broadcast said the Americans were attacking 
Fort Duroule, slightly more than a mile from the Cherbourg docks, and Fort Octeville, 
less than a mile west of the docks. 


The defence of Cherbourg by the German garrison was described at Supreme Headquarters as in 
its final hours, and the Germans are reported blowing up harbor installations and trying to sink whatever ships

Banks’ Credit 
Policies Argued 
In Committee 


OTTAWA, June 21 — (CP) — 
Graham Towers, governor of the 
Bank of Canada, said before the 
Commons banking committee to- 
day that if a banking system was 
unable to earn enough so that it 
could afford losses, then the sys- 
tem was no good. 

“If the banking system has suffi- 
cient earnings to afford losses, then 
it can take fair risks in extending 
credit,” he said. 

The governor was answering 
questions about banks’ credit pol- 
icies as the committee continued 
examination of bank bill provisions. 


TENDENCY TO CURTAIL 


R. T. Graham (L.-Swift Current) 
said it appeared that when banks 
had’ oO} ns ‘itke the 
$50,000,000 owing by the Beau- 
harnois Corporation in the 30's 
there was a tendency to curtail 
loans for other borrowers such as 
prairie farmers. 

Mr. Towers said he believed the 
point had been reached where 
legitimate needs, large or small, 
could be met.

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Low Announces 
Make Changes 
Pension Rules 
This Province 


Changes in provincial old-age 
and blind pension regulations, 
permitting larger permissible in- 
comes for pensioners, were an- 
nounced Wednesday by Hon. 
Solon E. Low, provincial treasur- 
er and minister of education. 

The changes allow an old-age 
pensioner to receive a total income 
from pension and earnings of $485 
a year, and a blind pensioner a 
total of $560 a year. 

Orders-in-council ratifying the 
new regulations have been passed 
by the government, and were sign- 
ed at noon Wednesday by His Hon- 
or Lt.-Gov. J. C, Bowen. 

A further change in the regula- 
tions orders that no claims for re- 
covery of pensions from estates of 
pensioners will be made in cases 
where the net value of the estate 
is $2,000 or less.

Robot Raids Increase

LONDON, June 21.—The Ger- 
mans stepped up their rebot 


bomb assault on southern Eng- 
land last night and today in de- 
fiance of Allied air fleets that 
have pounded their launching 
bases with tens of thousands of 
tons of explosives in the past 
five months. 

Just as Allied officials were about 
to congratulate themselves on a 
24-hour lull in the enemy attacks, 
the winged, jet-propelled torpedoes 
began to roar across the channel 
coast from the Pas de Calais area 
again with even more frequency 
than previously, 

An air ministry announcement, 


laconically acknowledged that the 
attacks had “increased slightly” and 
caused “damage and casualties” in 
southern England, which geo- 
graphically includes the London 
area though specific districts hit 
were not disclosed. 

Allied fighters destroyed sev- 
eral of the bombs in the air be- 
fore they could crash and ex- 
plode. One exploded in the air 
when neither fighters nor gun- 
fire were heard, though it pos- 
sibly had been hit previously. 


No explanation was offered im- 
mediately for the Germans’ ability 
to increase the tempo of their at- 
tacks despite the heavy air bom- 
bardment of their launching plat- 
forms along a 30-mile stretch of the 
French channel coast,

A spokesman at Gen. Dwight D.

‘Plan Family Allowances 


For Each Child Under 16 


OTTAWA, June 21,--(CP)— 
Family allowances proposed by 
the Federal government would 
become effective July 1, 1945, and 
would range from $5 to $8 a 
month depending on the number 
of children, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King revealed today in a 
resolution to the bill placed on 
the Commons’ votings and pro- 
ceedings. 


The resolution proposed that 


allowances be paid from that date | 


for each child in Canada under 16 
years of age on the following scale: 

$5 a month for each child less 
than six years old; $ a mopth for 


each child of six or more but less 
than 10; $7 a month for each child 
of 10 or more but less than 13; $8 
a month for each child of 13 years 
but less than 16 years old. 


The resolution provides that 
the rates should be reduced by 
$1 a month in respect of the 
sixth and seventh and by $3 in 
respect of the eighth and addi- 
tional children. 

It also provides that the income 
tax reduction, allowable for chil- 
dren should be reduced “by an 
appropriate amount based upon the 
family allowance payable under 
' measure,”

By the order-in-council passed 
today, the permissable income of 
a single person, a widow or a 
widower who is blind.and with- 
out dependents, is restored from

The permissible incomes of blind 
widows or widowers with depend- 
ent children are restored from $340 
to $400 which, with the pension and 
the Alberta allowance, gives the 
pensioner $760 per year. : 

The permissible income for a | 
married blind pensioner, whose | 
spouse is not a pensioner, is $625 | 
per year. This with the pension and | 
the Alberta allowance gives a total 
of $985 per year.

Mr. King spoke on moving sec- 
ond reading of a bill to set up a 
Department of Reconstruction, 
one of three new departments the 
government forecast in the 
speech from the throne. A bill 
for the establishment of a Vet- 
erans Affairs Department was 
given third reading before the 
prime minister spoke. 

Mr. King said a bill for estab- 
lishment of a National Health de- 
partment would be_ introduced 
shortly. The department originally 
was to have been called the depart- 
ment of social welfare. 

FULL EMPLOYMENT 

Mr. King said+ that during the 
period of transition immediately 
after the war there should be little 
difficulty in obtaining reasonably 
full employment, The danger would 
come in a later period and to avoid 
it careful planning was necessary, 

Depressions were caused by the 
belief that one nation’s prosperity 
could be secured by lessening in 
some way the prosperity of other 
nations, 

“If that kind of thing is repeated 
in the world we are going to have 
those periods of depression again,” 
he said, “But I hope that new ideas, 
liberal ideas, are gaining ground 
throughout the world, and that they 
will have their effect in helping to 
remove some of these impediments 
to progress which have been en- 
countered so far.”

Gray Turgeoh (L.-Cariboo), chair-

as soon as the war was over. 

That position could not be achie- 
ved unless agriculture was given its 
proper place in Canadian prosper- 
ity.

Mr. Turgeon said the people of 
Canada would no longer permit 
conflicts of various governments, 
provincial and Dominion, to inter- 
fere with their gaining a decent 
living, He was hopeful of more 
co-operation between govern- 
ments in the future than had pre- 
vailed in the past. 

Mr. King said the task of recon- 
struction in Canada was the conver-

TO APPOINT MINISTER 

The government proposed to ap- 
point one of the present ministers 
to the new department. He would 
head it as well as his present de- 
partment. He would have the 
special duty of meeting with ex- 
perts on reconstruction and meet- 
ing with other ministers on a com- 
mittee dealing with reconstruction. 
It would be his special duty to keep 
himself informed on what was be- 
ing planned and done by provinces 
and municipalities and to co-ordin- 
ate activities as far as possible. 

At the night sitting, M. J. Cold- 
well, C.C.F, leader, said the bill 
fell far short of what the public 
expected of the government. The 

bill created a department that 
would co-ordinate post-war recon- 
struction plans, but the depart- 
ment would not supervise the de- 
velopment of the country’s re- 
sources, 

Development of the resources 
would be left to private enterprise. 
He said he could see no possibility 
for full employment if the country 
relied on the system of private en- 
terprise, 7

under the present board ceiling.

The spokesman said the prevail- 
ing picking rate in the Fraser Val- 
ley region of British Columbia was 
70 cents a crate, and that “generally 
speaking wages were never higher 
in Manitoba than in British Colum- 
bia.”

Dangerous Playthings 


Nothing, of course, will restore to life 
that nine-year-old Edmonton boy who was 
accidentally shot while playing at hunting 
with a group of his playmates.

Through whose carelessness was a quer- 
tet of children permitted to make this lethal 
weapon a plaything? 

This terrible event will not only bring 
tragedy to the family of the boy who was 
killed but also, in a lesser degree, to the 
families of the boys who were present. No 
one would wish to add to that grief 
through any public criticism. . 

But it would seem to be elementary 
that young lads who are allowed to play 
with firearms are bound to get into trouble 
sooner or later. Something should be done

Fire and Flood 


Last month fires were eating up forests 
in the territory west and north of Edmon- 
ton and Feopts were praying for rains to 
extinguish them. The rains came and the 
fires are out; but over a large part of the 
area devastating floods followed. 

Bridges have been washed out, rail- 
ways put out of commission, highways and 
low lands put under water, communities 
isolated, crops damaged, settlers’ homes 
inundated, a good deal of livestock has , 
perished. Fortunately, no lives have been 
lost so far as reported. 

The waters in the swollen streams are 
now receding, and the worst of the flood 
condition is believed to be over. Provided, 
of course, another prolonged downpour 
does not occur like that of last week. By 
the law of averages that is improbable. 
Not in fact since 1915 has the Saskatche- 
wan risen as high at Edmonton as it did 
toward the close of the week, and never 
before have floods extended so widely over 
the country to the north and west. 

Against the flood damage, which must 
run to large figures when the reports are 
complete, is the thorough soaking that was 
given to the soil over the whole area of 
northern and central Alberta. Heavier 
than usual rains were needed, because the 
subsoil moisture reserve was poor. The 
lack has been bountifully supplied, and 
with favorable growing weather crops 
throughout this great extent of country 
are bound to show remarkable progress— 
even for June in ac Hoes 


A Fight for a Port 


Broadly the plan seems to be that 
British and Canadian troops were to keep 
Rommel’s' forces busy around the eastern 
end of the Normandy beachhead while the 
Americans ovey-ran the Cherbourg penin- 
sula. Both wings are making good at the 
job, but neither is finding the going easy. 
Actually the fight now is to secure a port 
where men and supplies can be landed in 
whatever numbers and quantities may be 
required. The capture of Cherbourg will 
consolidate the position and shift the ad- 
vantage in bringing up reinforcements 
from the Nazis to the Allies. 

Thus far Allied landings have had to 
be made on open beaches by barges, from 
ships anchored far off shore. Equipment 
and supplies have been put ashore in the 
same way. This lightering is a slow method 
at best, and only possible as and when 
tides and sea conditions permit. A 
spacious harbor where ships can tig up at 
docks and discharge troops and munitions 
quickly is urgently needed. 

American forces having cut off the 
Cherbourg peninsula, the process of mop- 
ping up the Nazis in the enclosed area and 
capturing the port has been pressed by air, 
sea and land from all sides, The peninsula 
is about twenty miles across at the widest 

yart, and every corner of it can therefore 
e shelled from warships off-shore. Cap- 
ture of the port will give the Allies an ex- 
cellent and well located harbor, through 
which to pour men and supplies into 1,500 
square miles of territory they hold in the 
peninsula and on the beachhead to the east.

Nine Different Systems 
There is at present in Edmonton a 


special committee of the Manitoba legisla- 
ture which has been charged with making 
a survey of educational systems in Alberta 
and other provinces. 

It is doubtless a necessary survey and 
will have good results. It will make, for 
instance, for an eventual closer co-opera- 
tion between Manitoba's educational 
authorities and the educational authorities 
of the rest of Canada. ‘ 

But what it,emphasizes moré than any- 
thing else is the terrific gulf which lies be- 
tween the nine different educational sys- 
tems of the Dominion. At the very time 
when national unity is being stressed 
above everything else, delegations must be 
sent from one province to another to 
obtain even a semblance of uniformity in 
Canada’s various educational machines, + 

How can Canadians build up a single 
Canadianism when there are nine different 
approaches to their early training? A 
single federal department of education 
would appear to be the only possible 
answer, ' 

It is true that the British North 
America Act gives full jurisdiction to the

provinces in the matter of education. But 
since amendment of the British North 
America Act appears to be inevitable in 
other particulars, there is no reason why 
an educational amendment should not also 
be considered. i 

One need look no further than Quebec 
to see how dangerously and inhibitively 
Canada’s multiple educational structure 


works in actual practice. In that province , 


there is a large population of bright and 
eager youngsters whose futures are handi- 
capped because Quebec's educational sys- 
tem differs so radically from that of the 
rest of the country. 

Premier Godbout has, of course, in- 
stituted an act which requires compulsory 
schooling. But it is going to cost twenty 
million dollars to implement that act. 

The simple and effective method to 
secure Canadian unity would be to estab- 
lish a single standard of education over the 
entire Dominion, operating under a federal 
control made possible by a change in 
Canada's adanhelclon 

Three hundred Japanese planes de- 
stroyed in an attack on the U.S. war- 
ships among the Mariana islands made 
that the most costly day the enemy air 
force has yet seen.

How to get men and equipment ashore, and 
how much and what kind of local opposition 
to expect, are cited as questions to which 
the Dieppe raid supplied the answers. 
Though the raid occurred two years ago, it 
is good to know that the experience then 
gained saved casualties, probably on a far 
larger scale, during the landing operations. 
The men who were killed, wounded or 
taken prisoner at Dieppe did not therefore 


fight in vain. It is right that they should | 


get a share of the credit for the success 
with which the invasion operations were 
launched.

Strange and Horrible New 
Weapons May Be Used 
Soon 

By MARQUIS CHILDS 

WASHINGTON—This is it. Arma- 
geddon has arrived only five years 
late and as time is measured geo- 
logically that is only the flicker of 
an eyelash, 

Remember back to the start of the 
war, that September day in 1939 
when for the second time in a gen- 
eration the lights went out all over 
Europe. Then we expected it, we 
who had been brought up on H. G. 
Wells’ fantasies of the earth-gird- 
ling bombers and the atomic death 
ray. 

It didn't happen and because it 


didn’t happen we developed a curi- 
ous complacency. The phrase 
“phony war” came into use, 

Four years ago the Nazis unleash- 
ed their blitz on France and the 
Low Countries. It was appalling. We 
were sunk in black despair. 

Yet, still the world, or a’ part 
of it, survived. And human beings 
have a curious and stubborn re- 
fusal to see the danger just around 
the corner. We told ourselves that 
it wasn’t to be nearly as bad as we 
had thought.

But now with the pilotless plane, 
with the super-bomber that can fly 
through storms as far as from Los 
Angeles to Kansas City to reach a 
target, with vastly improved flame 


thtowers and phosphorous bombs, 
with the work of thousands of 
scientists coming to fruition, we are 
forced to believe that the wildest 
prophecies of doom are possible. 
The aerial blitz on England in 1940 
and '41 was only a sample, the mass 
raids on Germany but a preface of 
destruction to come, 

For certainly the end is not in 
sight. As one of our pioneer ex- 
perts in new weapons said to me 
the other day: « 


“The radio-directed missile is 
only in the beginning stages. In ten 
years it will be possible to release 
substantial tonnages of high explo- 
sives accurately on a distant target 
by radio direction.”

Legion convention reports give a} 
six hour work day with retention of 
the present standard of living an) 
objective, while the country seems 
to favor a better standard with 
some degree of social security. All 
of these including taxes must come 
from the same source—production 
and earnings, and there are limita- 
tions.

$4.80 for 8 hours—60c per hours,

The ruffles in the ungathered 
state should be twice the length 
\desired after it is gathered. And be 
| sure that ruffles are deep enough— 
they are often seven vr eight inches 


| wide these days, 

Finish ruffle edge with a neat 
and narrow machine stitched hem, 
|When attaching the ruffle to the 
|finished curtain, use a flat felled 
seam. Place the wrong side of the 
ruffle on the wrong side of the 
curtain and stitch with the upper 
edge of the ruffle one-half to three- 
eighths inches in from the curtain 
edge. Now, turn your work to the 
right side, turn under the wide 
edge of the seam and stitch that. 

Casement curtains or hangings 

are usually French-headed and fit- 
ted to rods with draw cords and 
pulleys, or pleated and attached 
to the rods with drapery pins. 
The tops are finished with stif- 
fening. Then divide the finished 
| heading into equal sections. Pin in 
pleats, allowng from four to seven 
|inches for each pleat, then stitch,

Chadburn Killed 
In Air Collision

LONDON, June 21—(CP)—Wing 
Cmdr. Lloyd V. Chadburn, a fighter 
ace who ranked with Canada’s 
greatest airmen, was injured fatally 
a week ago in a collision while lead- 
ing his wing on operations over 
France. 

His plane exploded on impact 
with another aircraft which crash- 
ed in flames and subsequent R.C, 
A.F. announcement said that the 
24-year-old Aurora, Ont., pilot, 
holder of a double D.S.O, and the 
D.F.C., “Died later of injuries.” 


Chadburn had a record of 14 en- | 
emy aircraft destroyed, three prob- | 
ably destroyed and eight damaged. 

Only recently did “Chad” hurry 
back to Britain from leave in Can- 
ada because he was determined to 
be in on the “big show” when in- 
vasion came. 

Chadburn, first British Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan graduate 
to command a squadron, was at 21 
the youngest Canadian squadron 
commander.

Sales Manager| Voice of Walt Disney Character 
Entertaining Returned Soldiers 


Are Forwarded to Ottawa Rubber Company 


For Obtaining Assistance 


Urgent representations were made to Hon. Humphrey 
Mitchell, minister of labor, and to Hon. James A. MacKinnon, 
minister of trade and commerce, and member of parliament 
for Edmonton West, that owing to labor shortage here dif- 
ficulty was being experienced in getting gas and city utilities 
to Wartime Housing Ltd. and other houses in the city.

Acting Mayor Fred J, Mitchell 
reads; “Account labor shortage 
having difficulty getting gas and 
utilities to Wartime Company and 
other houses.” 


It is estimated that 63 men are| 


required immediately by the North- 
western Utilities Ltd., to complete 
the installations company officials 
estimate will be needed this year. 

They estimate that 1,300 services 
will be required this year, 211 of 
which have already been installed. 
This will leave 1,089 to be installed 
prior to Oct. 20 the weather dead 
line for such installations. 

A company official stated that 
there were 80 working days from 
now until the weather deadline and 
said that with the manpower now 
available it would be well into 
March of next year before the esti- 
mated installations could be made. 
FOUR GANGS 

He said that at present it was only 
possible to obtain personnel for 
four gangs, and that these four were 
operating with a shortage of two 
laborers to each gang. 

It is estimated that nine gangs 
would be necessary to make the 
installations prior to Oct. 20, the 
weather dead line. 

In addition to the manpower 
needed for the installations to be 
placed in dwellings 33 additional 
men are needed to complete the 
enlargement of mains to provide 
additional supply of gas to the 
University hospital, and to com- 
plete the 55 small extensions that 
are imperative for this year. 

Julian Garrett, general man- 
ager of the Northwestern ‘Utili-

Now, then, folks, I shall not be 
responsible for any typographical 
errors, but if you want to take a 
chance the printers are not holding 
out, or contributing anything of 
their own to the recipe, here's how 
it cooks: 

Steep for 20 to 30 minutes a 
heaping teaspoonful of whole flax- 
seeds in a pint of water. Dissolve 
in this flaxseed tea one ounce (two 
rounded tablespoonfuls) of citrate 
of soda, two tablespoonfuls of 
glycerin or any of the substitutes 
above mentioned, add the juice of 
one lemon, finally three or four 
drops of peppermint or whatever 
aromatic flavor you prefer, and 
strain through a piece of muslin. 

There you are, all set to soothe, 
ease, relieve and help cough due to 
any respiratory tract trouble, in 
infant, child or adult, and the medi- 
cine can do no serious harm in any 
circumstances. 

Dose for infant or young child, 
teaspoonful. every two hours for a 
day or two. For older child or 
adult, tablespoonful every hour or 
every two hours for a day or two. 
No particular harm in continuing 
the medicine longer than a day or 
two if you wish, but generally it 
works most effectively in the first 
day or two.

Saskatchewan 
Election Only 
A ‘Beachhead’ 


The demolishing of “the most 
fotorious political machine in 
Canada” was only a beachhead 
in the continent of capitalism, dé 
Clared William Irvine, provincial 
organizer for the Canadian Com- 
Mmonwealth Federation for 
berta, to an audience which 
packed the 1,0.0.F, hall to over- 
flowing, Tuesday evening. 

That machine, he said, was in 
food running order, and there were 
those in control of it who would 
“rather rule in hell than serve in 
heaven.” Saskatchewan, he added, 
has been a great inspiration to all 
Canada, and especially to Alberta. 

The speaker, one of three C.C.F, 
members who went to Saskatch- 
ewan during the recent election 
campaign, asserted that the Liberal 
organization of that province lacked 
a positive program, and relied on 


their past—“a very, very bad thing 
to rely on,” he continued. 


“BEYOND EXPRESSION” 

“They had come to the point 
Where the people had got exasper- 
ated beyond expression. The only 
hope they had was to make the 
people afraid of us. The only thing 
they offered, of a positive nature, 
was the promise to safeguard pri- 
vate enterprise. 

“They attempted, deliberately, to 
make people afraid of socialism. 
Everybody played it; everybody 
tried it,” he said. 

“No political machine can defeat 
the will of the people provided 
they have a will; that's the secret 
of our success there,” he continued, 
adding, that the Liberal representa- 
tion was that all the evils of the 
world come from the C.C.F, 

“It is the evils of which they were 


afraid that caused the C.C.F.,” he | 


said. 

The speaker referred to the 
press in Saskatchewan—the daily 
newspapers and many weeklies— 
which had lost all their influence 
among the people of that prov- 
ince. Day after day, they warned 
that the issue was between so- 
cialism and free enterprise, he 
averred, 


Al- 


“Any editor who will prostitute 
himself in the interests of the party 
to which he belongs, deserves to 
lose the respect of the people,” he 
declared, 

He spoke of the time that Great 
Britain had stood practically alone 
until other nations became inspired 
that there would be a victory over 
Naziism. Today, the greatest enemy 
in the world is being smothered. 
But at home, he added, a great war 
is being waged against ignorance, 
poverty and disease. 


WHAT PEOPLE WANT 

There are people here who want 
homes of their own, who want some 
sense of security, who want educa- 
tional opportunities for their child- 
ren. ’ 

“They are determined that this 
coming peace shall not become the 
grandfather of another war. The 
last war and the great depression 
is still in their memory,” he declar- 
ed, and a great ovation tollowed his 
announcement that the soldier vote 
in Saskatchewan showed a ratio of 
two-to-one in favor of the C.C.F. 

Nothing was done to improve 
things after the last war, he con- 

tinued. Nothing will be done after 
this one except the changes “which 
we have the courage to make ef- 
fective now.” 

“We need education in a na- 
tion whose youth is dying for 
democracy,” he said. “But of our 
youth, only three per cent go to 

universities; four per cent go to 
mental asylums.” Every man, 
woman and child should have 
equal opportunities of education, 
he insisted. 

Mr. Irvine concluded his remarks 
with a plea for membership.

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Bursary Awards 
Selected Group 


“Bursary awards will be made to 
a selected group of Alberta nurses 
wishing to undertake studies which 
will qualify them for teaching and 
supervisory positions.” 

This announcement was made to- 
day by Miss I. Johnston, president 
of the Alberta Association of Revis- 
tered Nurses. 

The shortage of teaching and 
Supervisory personnel in Canad- 
ian hospitals has become so acute 
during the war years that the Dom- 
inion government is awarding 
bursaries to a selected group to 
enable them to take the training 
which will qualify them for the 
positions which cannot otherwise 
be filled. In 1944-45 $75,000 will be 
made available for this purpose. 
INCREASED NEED 

The shortage of teaching and 
supervisory personnel is due not 
only to the enlisting of nurses in 
the armed services, put also to the 
increased civilian need for nurses 
in both hospitals and public health 
fields. Shortage of doctors, especial- 
lyy in rural areas, and greater num- 
bers of people away from thei- own 
homes and therefore requiring 
hospitalization when sick contribute 
to the seriousness of the situation. 

Hospitals cannot operate satis- 
factorily without trained super- 
visors and teachers. The shortage 
of teaching supervisory personnel 
is reflected not only in the train- 
ing of the student nurses, but also 
in the quality of the nursing ser- | 
Vice given to the patient. 

The province of Alberta will re- 
ceive from the Dominion govern- 
ment an amount of money which 
will be awarded by the Bursary 
Awards Committee to nurses re- 
commended for the award by the 
Registered Nurses Association of 
Alberta. Nurses will make applica- 
tion to this association. 

TWO TYPES 


Two types of bursaries are to be 
{ssued—long-term bursaries, which 
will entitle recipients to a full year 
ata university, and short-term burs- 
aries, which will cover four-month 
university courses, hospital clinical 
courses, etc. Application. for long- 
term bursaries must be received by 
the provincial association by July 
1, 1944, applications for short-term 
bursaries by March 1, 1945.
